ECAUSE no two glass-melting operations 

are exactly alike, it is often very difficult 
to make exact and clear-cut comparisons be- 
tween different furnaces and different furnace 
materials.

CONSTITUTION OF THE AMERICAN CERAMIC SOCIETY 
(Incorporated under the laws of Ohio, 1905) 


Article |. Name 
The official title of this Corporation shall be THE 
AMERICAN CERAMIC SOCIETY, with official office located in 
the City of Columbus, County of Franklin, and State of 
Ohio. 


Article Il. Purpose 
It shall be the purpose of this Corporation, hereinafter 
referred to as THE SOCIETY, to promote the ceramic arts 
and sciences by holding meetings for the reading and dis- 
cussion of papers, by the publication of literature, and by 
such other activities as are authorized by the Charter of 
this Corporation. 


Article Ill. Membership 

(1) The membership of Tue Society shall consist of the 
following grades: 

(a) Honorary Members shall be persons of professional 
eminence who, because of their achievements in the ceramic 
arts or sciences, are elected to such membership by the 
Board of Trustees as provided in the By-Laws. Their 
number shall not exceed ten (10) at any one time. 

(b) Ex-Officio Honorary Members shall be officers of 
other associations or societies whom the Board of Trustees 
shall designate as such members as provided in the By- 
Laws. They shall hold such membership only during 
their incumbency in their respective organizations. 

(c) Fellows shall be persons of at least thirty years of 
age who have been Members at least five years and who 
shall be entitled to elevation to the grade of Fellow by 
reason of outstanding contributions to the ceramic arts or 
sciences. Nomination to the grade of Fellow shall be by 
seven or more Members, of whom four or more shall be 
Members of the Division with which the nominee is 
affiliated. Qualification for, and election to, such grade 
of Fellow shall, subject to ratification by the Board of 
Trustees, be determined by a Fellowship Board of not less 
than nine (9) members, consisting of previously elected 
Fellows representing each Division of THE SociETy who 
have been named as Members of said Board by the Dean 
of Fellows. If a candidate shall receive three (3) or more 
negative votes of the Fellowship Board, he shall fail of 
election. Persons elected to Fellowship shall be entitled 
to use the title ‘FELLOW oF THE AMERICAN CERAMIC 
Society” or the abbreviation ‘‘F.A.CER.S.,” but shall 
have no powers, rights, or duties different from those 
common to Members, except as provided in Article VIII 
hereinafter. 

(d) Members shall be persons interested in the ceramic 
or allied arts and sciences elected as provided in the By- 
Laws. 

(e) Corporation Members shall be persons, firms, or 
corporations who promote the objects of THE SocrETy 
by the payment of annual dues as provided in the By- 
Laws. Such Corporation Members shall be entitled to 
designate a representative to be known as Voter of a Cor- 
poration Member. 


(f) Student Members shall be university and college 
students while enrolled in their respective institutions. 
They may retain such membership until the end of the 
year following that in which they cease to be enrolled, 
whereupon they will automatically be promoted to Mem- 
bership. 

(2) The Board of Trustees may declare any Fellow, 
Member, or Corporation Member to be a Life Member in 
the same grade of membership, in the manner and upon 
the conditions provided in the By-Laws. 

(3) The following grades of Members shall be entitled 
to vote on matters pertaining to THE SocrEeTy as a whole 
or its regularly constituted Divisions: Fellow, Member, 
Voter of Corporation Member, and Life Member of these 
grades. 

The following grades of Members shall be entitled to 
vote on matters pertaining to the regularly constituted 
Classes of THe Society: Fellow, Member, and Life 
Member of these grades. 

(4) The following grades of members shall be entitled 
to hold office: Fellow, Member, and Life Member of these 
grades. 


Article IV. Board of Trustees 


(1) The management of the affairs of THE SocrEty shall 
be vested in a Board of Trustees, consisting of the Presi- 
dent of THE Society, the Vice-President, the Treasurer, 
and two most recent living Past-Presidents, a representa- 
tive of each Class of THE SocrETy, and a representative of 
each Division of THE Socrery. 

(2) The term of office of the President, Vice-President, 
and Treasurer shall be one year, to wit: from the close of 
one Annual Meeting to the close of the next succeeding 
Annual Meeting, or until their respective successors have 
been elected and duly qualified. The term of office of 
the Trustee representative of each Class and the term of 
office of the Trustee representative of each Division shall 
be three years, to wit: from the close of one Annual Meet- 
ing to the close of the third succeeding Annual Meeting, 
or until their respective successors have been elected and 
duly qualified. 

(3) To facilitate conduct of the affairs of THE Society, 
the Board of Trustees shall at each Annual Meeting elect 
four (4) of its Members to comprise, in company with the 
President of Tur Society, an Executive Committee, 
which shall have such powers as are delegated to it by the 
Board of Trustees, to be exercised by such Committee in 
the period between meetings of the Board of Trustees 
The President of THE SocrEty shall be Chairman of the 
Executive Committee and shall call meetings of such 
Committee at least quarterly. 

(4) The Board of Trustees shall have sole and exclusive 
power: 

(a) To incur debt in the name of THE Society. 

(b) To enter into contracts binding upon THE Society. 

(c) To determine questions of jurisdiction arising be- 
tween the various Classes, Divisions, Fellows, Local 
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Sections, Student Branches, Committees, and other sub- 
divisions of the members of THE SoclrEty. 

(d) To determine the dues and fees of members of THE 
SocrETy, except that Honorary Members and Ex-Officio 
Honorary Members shall at all times be exempt from fees 
and dues. 

(e) To provide for the publication of The Journal of 
the American Ceramic Society, Ceramic Abstracts, The 
Bulletin, and such other publications as the Board of 
Trustees may authorize. 

(f) To employ at suitable compensation an Editor and 
other personnel. 

(g) To determine the subscription price or sales price 
of the publications of THE Society. 

(h) To expel members, as more fully set forth in Article 
XIII hereinafter. 

Provided, however, that for the purpose of facilitating 
the conduct of the affairs of THE Society in the period 
between meetings of the Board of Trustees, the Board may 
delegate to the Executive Committee such of its powers, 
and for such periods of time, as the Board may deem 
necessary. 


Article V. Meetings 

(1) An Annual Business Meeting of THE Socrety shall 
be held at such time and place as the Trustees shall de- 
termine. Notice of said Meeting shall be given the mem- 
bership either in writing or by publication in any regular 
publication of THE Society at least sixty (60) days prior 
thereto. 

(2) The number of members constituting a quorum at 
any meeting of THE Socrety shall be as provided in the 
By-Laws. 


Article VI. Officers 


(1) The President shall have general supervision of the 
affairs of THE SocIETY, subject to the control and direction 
of the Board of Trustees. He shall act as Chairman of the 
Board of Trustees.

Constitution of the American Ceramic Society

BY-LAWS OF THE AMERICAN CERAMIC SOCIETY 


Article BI. Government

CONSTITUTION OF THE AMERICAN CERAMIC SOCIETY 


(Incorporated under the laws of Ohio, 1905) 


Article |. Name 

The official title of this Corporation shall be THe 
AMERICAN CERAMIC SOCIETY, with official office located in 
the City of Columbus, County of Franklin, and State of 
Ohio. 

Article Il. Purpose 

It shall be the purpose of this Corporation, hereinafter 
referred to as THE SOCIETY, to promote the ceramic arts 
and sciences by holding meetings for the reading and dis- 
cussion of papers, by the publication of literature, and by 
such other activities as are authorized by the Charter of 
this Corporation. 


Article Ill. Membership

(2) In order to qualify to vote for Trustee representa- 
tive of a Division or for Division officers, each voting 
member of THE Socrety shall enroll in one particular 
Division. With the exception of the right to vote, mem- 
bers of THE Society shall be accorded equal privileges by 
all Divisions. 

(3) The affairs of a Division shall be managed by 4 
Chairman, Secretary, and such other officers as the Divi- 
sion may deem necessary. The Division officers shall be 
elected for a term of one year, to wit: from the close of one 
Annual Meeting to the close of the next Annual Meeting, 
or until their successors are elected and duly qualified. 
They shall be elected by the voting members of THE 
Society enrolled in the Division, and the procedure of 
nomination and election shall be in accordance with the 
Division rules provided for in Section (4) of this Article. 

(4) Each Division shall have power to make such rules, 
elect such officers, and conduct such business as it may 
deem proper, subject, however, to the Constitution and 
By-Laws of THE SoclreEty. 
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Article XI. Local Sections and Student Branches 
(1) The Board of Trustees may authorize the organiza- 
tion of Local Sections as provided in the By-Laws. 
(2) The Board of Trustees may authorize the organiza- 
tion of Student Branches as provided in the By-Laws. 


Article Committees 

(1) The Board of Trustees shall appoint such committees 
and committee chairmen as the By-Laws may currently 
require. The sole and exclusive power to govern such com- 
mittees and their chairmen shall rest in the Board. 

(2) Each Division shall appoint such members of general 
committees of THE Society as the By-Laws of THE 
SocIETY may currently require, the manner of such 
appointment to be as provided in the Division Rules of 
each Division. 

(3) Each Class shall appoint such members of general 
committees of THE Society as the By-Laws of THE 
SoclETY may currently require, the manner of such ap- 
pointment to be as provided in the Rules of each Class. 


Article Expulsions 

(1) In the event of the filing of written charges against 
any member of THE Society, and such charges be signed 
by five or more of the voting members of THE Society, the 
President of Tue Society shall appoint a special committee 
of Fellows, including a Fellow from each Division, which 
special committee shall provide the member charged with 
a detailed statement of the charges, arrange a full and 
impartial hearing of such charges, and submit its findings 
and recommendations, in writing, to the Board of Trustees, 
for such action as the Board may see fit. 

(2) In the event that the Board of Trustees shall, upon 
consideration of the findings and recommendations of the 
Fellows, declare the member to be expelled from THE 
SoclETY, any moneys paid THE SocrETy by way of endow- 
ment fees or dues shall thereupon become forfeit to THE 


SocIETY. 
Article XIV. By-Laws 


At any regular meeting of the Board of Trustees, the 
Trustees may, by a two-thirds vote of the Trustees present, 
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adopt such By-Laws as are not inconsistent with this 
Constitution. Provided, however, that prior to such 
adoption, each such By-Law shall either be submitted in 
writing at a previous meeting of the Board of Trustees or 
shall be mailed by the General Secretary to each Trustee 
at least thirty (30) days before the meeting at which action 
is to be taken. A By-Law shall take effect immediately 
upon its adoption by the Board of Trustees and shall be 
published to the membership in a next succeeding regular 
publication of THE Society. 


Article XV. Amendments 


(1) Any voting member may propose amendments to 
this Constitution by filing a written petition with the 
Secretary, who shall immediately transmit it to each mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees with letter ballot. If either 
a majority of the Board of Trustees vote to submit the 
said proposed amendment to the membership of THE 
Society or if the original petition is signed by at least 
seventy-five (75) voting Members, the General Secretary 
shall publish it in a regular publication of THE SocrETy 
prior to the meeting at which the proposed amendment is 
to be considered. 

(2) Opportunity shall be given for discussion of the 
proposed amendment at the Annual Meeting next succeed- 
ing its publication and said proposed amendment may be 
modified by a majority vote, if a quorum be present as 
provided in the By-Laws. 

(3) The members attendant at such Annual Meeting 
shall, by majority vote, determine whether the proposed 
amendment shall be submitted to THE Society for formal 
adoption. In the event of an affirmative vote thereon, the 
full text of the proposed amendment shall thereupon be 
published in an early issue of a regular publication of 
THE Society, and within thirty (30) days thereafter the 
General Secretary shall mail to all voters printed ballots 
incorporating or summarizing said amendment. 

(4) The ballots shall be tabulated thirty (30) days after 
the date of mailing, and in the event that two-thirds of 
the votes cast shall favor said amendment, it shall at once 
become effective. 
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Article BI. Government 

(1) The Board of Trustees shall meet at least annually 
within a week of the Annual Meeting of THe Socrety. 
The Board of Trustees may meet oftener at the call of the 
President, or of the Executive Committee, or of a ma- 
jority of the members of the said Board. The General 
Secretary shall give notice to the Trustees of all meetings 
of the Board at least twenty (20) days prior thereto. 

(2) A majority of the Board of Trustees shall con- 
stitute a quorum. 

(3) At any regularly called meeting, by a majority 
vote of its members present, the Board of Trustees may 
adopt or amend Rules in harmony with the Constitution 
and the By-Laws. 

(4) A By-Law or a Rule, or any amendment of either, 
shall take effect immediately upon its adoption by the 
Board of Trustees and shall be published to the member- 
ship in the next succeeding regular publication of THE 
SocrETY. 

(5) Every question which shall come before a meeting 
of Tae Society, or of the Board of Trustees, or of a com- 
mittee, shall be decided by a majority of the votes cast, 
wless otherwise provided in the Constitution, the By- 
laws, or the Rules, or by the laws of the State of Ohio. 

(6) When the President or the Executive Commit- 
tee wishes or is required by the Constitution to submit a 
question to the Board of Trustees, and the calling of a 
special meeting of the said Board is impractical, the Gen- 
etal Secretary, acting under the instruction of the Presi- 
dent or the Executive Committee, may submit said ques- 
ton by letter ballot accompanied by a full statement 
of the question. The question shall be decided by the 


affirmative or negative vote of a majority of the entire 
Board of Trustees. 

(7) Fifty voting members shall constitute a quorum at 
the Annual Business Meeting or any special meeting of THE 
SOCIETY, or to modify proposed amendments to the Con- 
stitution as provided in Article XV, Section (2) thereof. 

(8) Rules contained in Roberts’ Rules of Order, Re- 
vised shall govern THE Socrety in all cases to which they 
are applicable, when not inconsistent with the Con- 
stitution, By-Laws, or Rules of THE Society. 


Article B Il. 


Article B Ill. Membership 


(1) The method of electing applicants to the several 
grades of the membership shall be as follows: 

(a) Honorary Members shall be nominated by at 
least ten (10) Members or Fellows. Their names shall 
be submitted to the Fellows either in meeting assembled 
or by letter ballot. If approved in either case by ninety 
per centum (90%) of those Fellows voting, their names 
shall be presented by the Dean of Fellows to the Board of 
Trustees. Election to Honorary Membership shall be 
by the unanimous affirmative vote of the Board of Trus- 
tees from those so nominated and approved. 

(b) The Presidents of the associations and societies 
listed by the Board of Trustees in the Rules of THE So- 
CIETY shall automatically become Ex-Officio Honorary 
Members upon election to their respective offices and shall 
hold such membership only during the term of their re- 
spective incumbencies. 

Other officers of said listed associations and societies or 
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officers of other associations and societies may be specifi- 
cally elected Ex-Officio Honorary Members by the Board 
of Trustees for the terms of their respective incumbencies. 

(c) The methods to be used in judging the qualifica- 
tions and determining the eligibility of nominees for elec- 
tion as Fellows shall be as set forth in the Rules of the 
Fellows not inconsistent with the Constitution and By- 
Laws. The said Rules of the Fellows shall provide for 
nomination forms which comprise the signatures of the 
nominee’s sponsors and a full record of his educational, 
professional, and other qualifications. When nominees 


for election as Fellows have been approved by the Fellow-’ 


ship Board as provided in the Constitution and in the Rules 
of the Fellows, the Dean of Fellows shall so certify on 
their respective nomination forms and submit their names 
together with said forms to the President of THE SocrETY 
for ratification by the Board of Trustees. 

(d) Election of Members shall be as provided in the 
Rules. 

(e) Election of Corporation 
provided in the Rules. 

(f) Election of Student Members shall be as provided 
in the Rules. 

(2) Transfer of Fellows, Members, and Corporation 
Members to Life Fellows, Life Members, and Life Cor- 
poration Members, respectively, shall be as provided in 
the Rules. 

(3) Membership Certificates signed by the President 
may be issued to Honorary Members, Members, or Cor- 
poration Members as provided in the Rules of THE So- 
cIeTy and to Fellows as provided in the Rules of the Fel- 
lows, provided that a member of any grade of the member- 
ship, except an Honorary Member, shall agree to surrender 
his Certificate upon resigning from membership, being 
dropped for nonpayment of dues or fees, or upon expul- 
sion from THE SOCIETY. 


Article BIV. Executive Committee 

(1) The new Board of Trustees shall, before the close 
of each Annual Meeting, or within thirty (30) days there- 
after by letter ballot, elect four (4) of its members to com- 
prise, in company with the President of THE Society, an 
Executive Committee and shall delegate to it such powers 
as the said Board in its discretion may wish to, subject to 
the limitations of the laws of the State of Ohio. 

(2) The Executive Committee shall meet at least 
three times a year between Annual Meetings of THE 
Society and have such powers as are specifically delegated 
to it by the Board of Trustees. Meetings shall be held at 
the call of the President or any three members of the Com- 
mittee. Action by the Executive Committee shall be by 
the affirmative or negative vote of at least three members 
thereof. 

(3) Minutes of each meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee shall be promptly distributed to each member of 
the Board of Trustees. Three Trustees may, upon written 
petition, require the President to submit any action of the 
Executive Committee to the consideration of the Board of 
Trustees as provided in Article B I, Sections (1) and (6) 
hereof. The decision of the Board of Trustees shall 
prevail.

Article BV. Dues and Fees 

(1) The dues and fees for the several grades of the 
membership shall be as follows: 

(a) Honorary Members shall be exempt from all 
dues and fees and shall be entitled to one copy each of 
The Journal and Ceramic Abstracts and The Bulletin. 

(6) Ex-Officio Honorary Members shall be exempt 
from all dues and fees. 

(c) Fellows shall pay a total minimum annual fee of 
twelve dollars and fifty cents ($12.50), four dollars and 
fifty cents ($4.50) of which shall be a subscription to The 
Journal and Ceramic Abstracts, and one dollar and fifty 
cents ($1.50) of which shall be a subscription to The 
Bulletin. Any amount paid as an annual fee, and so 
designated by a Fellow, in excess of twelve dollars and 
fifty cents ($12.50) shall be credited to the Fellowship 
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fund as authorized in Article IX, Section (4), of the 
Constitution of THE Society. 

(d) Members shall pay a total annual fee of twelye 
dollars and fifty cents ($12.50), four dollars and fifty 
cents ($4.50) of which shall be a subscription to TJ), 
Journal and Ceramic Abstracts, and one dollar and fifty 
cents ($1.50) of which shall be a subscription to The Byj. 
letin. 

(e) Corporation Members shall pay a minimum anna] 
fee of twenty-five dollars ($25.00), four dollars and fifty 
cents ($4.50) of which shall be a subscription to Th 
Journal and Ceramic Abstracts, and one dollar and fifty 
cents ($1.50) of which shall be a subscription to The Byj. 
letin. 

(f) Student Members shall pay an annual fee of fiye 
dollars ($5.00), four dollars ($4.00) of which shall be a 
subscription to The Journal and Ceramic Abstracts, and one 
dollar ($1.00) of which shall be a subscription to The 
Bulletin. 

(2) The annual fees specified in Section (1) hereof 
shall be payable the first day of each January. The 
privileges of membership in the respective grades shall 
begin upon the initial payment of the said annual fee, ex. 
cept that the amount of the fee may be reduced for those 
joining after the first day of July as provided in the Rules 

(3) Any member whose annual fees are in arrears more 
than one year may be suspended by the Board of 
Trustees until such arrears are paid. The Board of Trus. 
tees may drop any member from the membership list 
whose annual fees are in arrears more than one year and 
six months. The mailing of the publications of THE So. 
CIETY to any member whose annual fees are in arrears 
may be suspended at the discretion of the Board of Trus- 
tees. 


Article B VI. Officers 

(1) The amount of bond required to be furnished by 
the General Secretary shall be as specified in the Rules, 

(2) The amount of bond required to be furnished by 
the Treasurer shall be as specified in the Rules. 

(3) The accounts of the Secretary and Treasurer shall 
be audited before each Annual Meeting by a Certified 
Public Accountant or some other competent person 
designated by the Board of Trustees. 


Article B VII. Nominations and Elections 

(1) Prior to the Annual Meeting of THE Society each 
year, each Class of THE Society and each Division of Tue 
Society shall elect, by secret written ballot, one member 
of the Executive Nominating Committee which shall 
be designated Nominating Committee A. No Member 
shall represent more than one unit of THE Society on 
any nominating Committee. 

(2) Prior to the Annual Meeting of THE Society each 
year, each Class of THE Socrety and each Division of Tue 
Society shall elect by secret written ballot, one member 
of an additional Nominating Committee which shall be 
designated Nominating Committee B. No member shall 
serve on both Nominating Committee A and Nominating 
Committee B. There shall be no other Nominating 
Committee, 

(3) The method of nominating and electing the Presi- 
dent, Vice-President, and Treasurer shall be as follows 

(a) Each of the two Nominating Committees shall 
select a Chairman from its own membership and pre- 
pare an independent ticket for the offices of President, 
Vice-President, and Treasurer. Each Nominating Com- 
mittee Chairman shall, after obtaining the assent of the 
nominees of his Committee, transmit their names to the 
General Secretary at least seventy-five (75) days before 
the opening date of the Annual Meeting of THE SOCIETY. 

(6) The General Secretary shall prepare ballots as pre- 
scribed in the Rules and mail one to each member et- 
titled to vote at least sixty (60) days before the opening 
date of the Annual Meeting. Only those ballots received 
at the offices of Tue Society more than seven (7) days 
before the opening date of the Annual Meeting shall be 
counted. 
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(c) The President shall appoint three (3) Scrutineers 
to count the ballots and report the results of the election 
to the President on or before the opening date of the 
Annual Meeting. A plurality of affirmative votes cast 
shall elect. 

(4) (2) The nomination and election of Trustees 
representing Classes of the Society shall be as prescribed 
in their respective Class Rules not inconsistent with the 
Constitution. 

()) The nomination and election of Trustees repre- 
senting Divisions of THE Society shall be as prescribed 
in their respective Division Rules not inconsistent with 
the Constitution. 

(5) (2) In event of refusal to act, incapacity to act, 
or the resignation of a Trustee representative of a Class, 
the members of such Class shall elect a successor to fill the 
unexpired term as provided in the rules of such Class 
not inconsistent with the Constitution. 

(b) In the event of refusal to act, incapacity to act, or 
the resignation of a Trustee representative of a Division, 
the members of such Division shall elect a successor to 
fill the unexpired term as provided in the Rules of such 
Division not inconsistent with the Constitution. 


Article B VIII. Classes 

(1) (2) The Classes of THE Society shall be as follows:

(2) Each Class shall have power to make such Rules, 
dect such officers, and conduct such business as a ma- 
jority of its members may deem proper, subject, however, 
tothe Constitution and By-Laws of THE Socirty. They 
shall have no technical sessions nor present papers as a 
Class, 

(3) Each Class shall have power to establish such 
grades of membership and qualifications therefor as it 
may deem proper and to provide for the election thereto 
exclusively from the Fellows and Members of THE Society 
A Member’s privileges in THE Society are determined 
by the Constitution, By-Laws, and Rules of THE SocrEety 
and shall not be affected in any way by election to any 
grade of membership in a Class.

(9) The Committee on Data shall consist of one men.- 
ber appointed by each Division and a Chairman appointed 
by the Board of Trustees. It shall prepare for publication 
monographs, bibliographies, statistics, etc., under the 
direction of the Board of Trustees. 

(10) The Committee on Ceramic Education shall be 
appointed by the Board of Trustees. It shall consist of 
five as follows: (a) a ceramic engineer, (b) a ceramic tech. 
nologist, (c) a ceramic artist, (¢) a ceramic educator, and 
(e) a ceramic industrialist. They shall be appointed fora 
term of five years each, and the senior member of the 
Committee shall be the Chairman. When a Class of the 
Society is constituted which embraces one of the above 
categories, the representative of that category on this 
Committee shall be the Chairman of the Committee on 
Education of that Class. The Committee shall act in an 
advisory capacity to the Board of Trustees. 

(11) The Committee on Industrial Management shall 
consist of one member appointed by each Division and 
a Chairman appointed by the Board of Trustees. It shall 
act in an advisory capacity to the Board of Trustees in 
matters pertaining to Industrial Management and promote 
discussions and papers relating thereto. 

(12) The Board of Trustees may, from time to time, 
appoint such special committees and delegate to them such 
powers as it may deem proper, subject, however, to the 
Constitution, By-Laws, and Rules of THE Soclrety. 


their fellow men. Great abilities devoted to selfish or 
personal ends may gain wealth, power, rank, adulation 
but in the end these turn to dust, leaving behind only a 
fleeting memory. 

“Organizations are like men. They are built of human 
units, and like these units they are bound by the same im- 
mutable laws. They become great by service, and by 
service only. Insofar as they reflect the high and noble 
ideals of their members, they grow in influence and pres 
tige. 

“THE AMERICAN CERAMIC SOCIETY was founded and has 
been carried on these many years in the spirit of high 
purpose, to add to human knowledge, to promote at: 
quaintance, to break down the barriers of a narrow, sel- 
defeating secrecy, and to substitute in its place friendly 
cooperation, all for the greater good and glory of mankind 

‘You who are about to assume the direction of the affairs 
of this Society are greatly favored men, not because of the 
honor that has been conferred upon you, but because of the 
opportunity that is yours. You have the great respons: 
bility of carrying forward the noble traditions of this 
Society. You are blessed above others in that your 
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fellow members have selected you as the fitting representa- 
tives of this body to carry on these traditions. 

“You have been selected, in the legal and constitutional 
manner, to take over the fortunes and guide the destinies 
of this great SocreTy. In one sense, your task is easier 
than was that of your forebears, because your field is now 
better defined and crystallized in the popular mind than it 
was. In another sense, it is more difficult, for THE 
AMERICAN CERAMIC Society has thousands of members. 
It is matter of national concern that the affairs of this 
SociETY be well directed. It did not matter so much what 
the original twenty-two members said, or thought; they 
had no national status: but what the present membership 
says and does 7s a matter of national concern. 

“May I presume to say to you that there is but one key 
that will unlock the doors to all the difficulties that will con- 
front you, and that key is the one which was forged by our 
founders, namely, idealistic service: your unselfish desire 
to serve industry, to serve your country, and, generally, to 
grve your fellow men. I believe that this is a worthy 
cause. I shall now read the induction pledge: 

‘The thing which marks one group of men as better 
than another is not their wealth, their culture, their skill. 
Itis their spirit of codperation, the ability and willingness 
to pool their energies unselfishly in the cause of human 
advancement. Recognizing the truth of this principle, do 
you now, in assuming the leadership of the serious group 
of American scientists, technologists, and industrialists, 
accept your respective offices as a sacred trust, and conse- 
crate yourselves anew through service to this organization, 
to the broader service of mankind?’ ”’ 

THE OFFICERS-ELEcT: ‘‘I do.” 

INDUCTING OFFICIAL: “In virtue of the authority tem- 
porarily invested in me, I pronounce you gentlemen duly 
qualified as elected officers of this Society and I extend the 
right hand of fellowship.”

SocleTY and is accompanied by the payment of dues to the 
frst day of the next succeeding January. If the applica- 
tion is approved by the General Secretary, the applicant 
sautomatically admitted to the grade of Member. 

(e) Persons, firms, or corporations may make applica- 
tion for election to the grade of Corporation Member, 
provided it is endorsed by at least one Member of THE 
Socrety and is accompanied by the payment of dues to the 
frst day of the next succeeding January. If the applica- 
tion is approved by the General Secretary, the applicant is 
automatically admitted to the grade of Corporation Mem- 
der, 

(f) Students enrolled in a college, university, or other 
iistitution of like standing, may make application for 
dleetion to the grade of Student Member, provided it is 
endorsed by at least one Member of THE Soctety and is 
acompanied by the payment of dues to the first day of 
the next succeeding January. If the application is ap- 
proved by the General Secretary, the applicant is auto- 
matically admitted to the grade of Student Member.

(8) The General Secretary shall issue a membership 
certificate, signed by the President and himself, to all 
Honorary Members. 

The General Secretary shall issue a membership certifi- 
cate, signed by the President and himself, to any Corpora- 
tion Member who agrees, in writing, to surrender the said 
certificate upon resigning from membership, being dropped 
for nonpayment of dues, or expulsion from THE Society. 


ArticleR IV. Executive Committee 
(1) Between meetings of the Board of Trustees, the 
Executive Committee shall have full power to act for 
the said Board, subject to the limitations of the laws 
of the State of Ohio and as provided in the By-Laws of 
THE Society, Article B IV, Section (3). 


Article R V. Dues and Fees ; 

(2) Members joining during the year shall receive the 
publications issued for the entire year, provided they pay 
full dues and fees as specified in the By-Laws, Article 
BV, Section (1). 

Members may join during the third quarter of the year 
by paying one-half the dues and fees specified in the By-

only those publications of THE SocrETy issued after the 
date of admission to membership. 


Article R VI. Officers

thousand dollars ($5000), to be held in the custody of the 
President. 
The Treasurer shall give bond for five thousand dollars 
($5000), to be held in the custody of the President. 


Article R Vil. Nominations and Elections 

(3) (b) The General Secretary shall prepare and distribute 
to each Member entitled to vote, a ballot for the election 
of President, Vice-President, and Treasurer, as provided in 
the By-Laws Article B VII, Section (8) (6), which shall 
contain the nominees of Nominating Committee A and of 
Nominating Committee B. The ballot shall be clearly 
marked and contain full instructions to the voter. The 
instructions shall contain the closing date of the polls for 
that particular election as fixed by the By-Laws, Article 
B VII, Section (3) (0). 

Only those ballots properly marked and sealed in a 
plain envelope labelled ‘‘BALLOT FoR SOCIETY OFFICERS,”’ 
which in turn is sealed in an envelope on which the voter 
has signed his name in ink, shall be valid. 

(c) Ballots shall be returned to the General Secretary, 
who shall check the signatures on the outside envelopes, 
discarding any returned by those not entitled to vote. 
The General Secretary shall then remove the outer en- 
velopes from the valid ballots and surrender the inner 
envelopes, unopened, to the Scrutineers as soon as they are 
appointed. 

The Scrutineers shall open the inner envelopes, count 
those ballots properly marked, and immediately report 
to the President the total vote for each candidate.

(4) The Board of Trustees shall make the final decision 
on questions of conflict between the Rules of a Division 
and the Constitution, By-Laws, or Rules of THE Society, 
after the Committee on Sections and Divisions has re- 
viewed the matter and made its recommendations thereon 
to the Board. 


Article R XI. Local Sections and Student Branches 

(1) (a) Petitions requesting the organization of a Local 
Section shall be addressed to the Board of Trustees and 
shall be signed by ten (10) Fellows, Members, or Voters of 
Corporation Members in good standing and living in the 
territory to be served thereby. The petition shall set 
forth the geographic boundaries of the territory the con- 
templated Local Section expects to serve 

(4) The Board of Trustees shall make the final decision 
on questions of conflict between the Rules of a Local 
Section and the Constitution, By-Laws, or Rules of THE 
Society, after the Committee on Sections and Divisions, 
in coéperation with the Councillor of the Local Section, has 
reviewed the matter and made its recommendation thereon 
to the Board. 

(5) (a) Petitions requesting the organization of a Stu- 
dent Branch shall be addressed to the Board of Trustees, 
and shall be signed by at least two (2) Fellows or Members 
in good standing and at least five (5) Student Members, 
or applicants for admission to that grade of membership. 

(8) The Board of Trustees shall make the final decision 
on questions of conflict between the Rules of a Student 
Branch and the Constitution, By-Laws, or Rules of THE 
Society, after the Committee on Sections and Divisions, in 
cooperation with the Councillor of the Student Branch, has 
reviewed the matter and made its recommendation thereon 
to the Board. 


Article R XIl. Committees 

(2) The duties of the Committee on Rules are: 
(a) The Chairman and the General Secretary shall 
keep on file an authentic copy of:

(b) The Committee shall report to the Board of Trustees 
through the President any cases of conflict between the 
Rules of the Fellows, Classes, Divisions, Local Sections, 
or Student Branches and the Constitution, By-Laws, or 
Rules of THE Society. 

(c) The Committee shall prepare amendments to the 
Constitution, By-Laws, and Rules of THE SocreTy when 
requested to by the Board of Trustees and perform such 
other duties as the Board may properly assign to it from 
time to time. 

(3) (a) The Committee on Publications shall, through 
its Chairman, be directly responsible to the Board of 
Trustees. 

(b) The duties of the Committee on Publications are: 

(i) The Committee shall nominate to the Board of 
Trustees an Editor, or Editors, for the publications of THE 
SOCIETY. 

(ii) It shall recommend to the Board of Trustees the 
form, size, and setup of the publications. 

(iii) It shall be responsible for the acceptance of the 
printed content of the publications of THE Society, as 
more fully stated in Subsections (j) and (k) hereof. 

(iv) They shall negotiate all printing contracts and 
transmit them, with their recommendations, to the Board 
of Trustees for execution. 

(v) They shall conduct any special investigations sug- 
gested by the Board of Trustees. 

(vi) Special investigations suggested by members of the 
Committee shall have the approval of the Board of Trus- 
tees before being undertaken. 


(vii) They shall render an annual report to the Board 
of Trustees covering the business transacted, recommend 
any general changes in publication policies which they may 
have decided are advisable, and recommend a_ budget 
for the ensuing year. 

(viii) They shall perform such additional duties jp 
connection with the publications of THE SOCIETY as the 
Board of Trustees may assign to them from time to time. 


(c) The Board of Trustees shall appoint, at suitable 
compensation, an Editor, or Editors, for the publications 
of THE Socrety. 

(d) The Board of Trustees shall appoint, at suitable 
compensation, an Advertising Manager, who may be ap 
Editor of the publications of THE SocIEty. 

(e) The regular publications of THE SocIETY shall be 
The Journal of the American Ceramic Soctety, Ceramic 
Abstracts, compiled by THE AMERICAN CERAMIC Society, 
and The Bulletin of the American Ceramic Society. One 
volume of each shall be published each year in twelye 
monthly issues. 

The Board of Trustees may authorize other publications 
from time to time. 

(f) All papers and editorials shall be published with their 
respective authors’ names and all statements therein 
contained are statements of individual opinion and Tue 
SocIETY accepts no responsibility for them. 

(g) The Journal shall contain records of original re. 
search. Bibliographies and Committee Reports may be 
included when approved by the Committee on Publica- 
tions. 

(h) Ceramic Abstracts shall list, by proper groups as 
determined by the Editor and the Committee on Publica- 
tions, short abstracts of published articles and books of 
interest to the membership of THE Society. Papers and 
articles appearing in the publications of THE SocreTy may 
be abstracted by title only. 

(t) The Bulletin shall be devoted to the proceedings of 
THE Society, news of the activities of its members, editori- 
als, correspondence, and the application of fundamental 
research. 

(j) All papers, discussions, and other writings which 
have been presented before THE SocIETY, its Divisions, or 
Sections, and all Committee Reports shall become the 
property of THe Socrety and shall be transmitted to the 
Editor immediately after presentation. Their publication 
or other disposition shall be in the hands of the Committee 
on Publications acting under the direction of the Board of 
Trustees. 

(k) All authors shall deal with THE Socrety through the 
Editor’s office. 

When a paper submitted for publication is received in 
the Editor’s office, it shall be dated, acknowledged, and 
edited for uniformity and practice. The Editor’s recom- 
mendations for or against acceptance, and for such changes 
as he may deem desirable, shall be attached to and be 
considered a part of his editing. 

The original paper with the Editor’s recommendations 
and editing shall be sent to the Editorial Committee of the 
Division with whose major interest the paper deals. In 
case the paper is of a general nature and does not deal with 
a major interest of an existing Division, or falls more 
logically within the scope of a Standing Committee of THE 
SoctETy, it shall be referred to the said Standing Com- 
mittee which shall then function, with respect to the 
paper, as an editorial committee, as herein provided. 

The Editorial Committee receiving the paper shall re- 
view it, together with the recommendations and pro- 
posed changes submitted by the Editor and shall decide: 

(i) The paper should not be accepted for publication, or 

(ii) That it should be accepted for publication as It 
stands or after having been changed and corrected in 
accordance with the recommendations, and { 

(iii) If the paper is accepted for publication, where It 
should be published. 

The paper shall then be returned to the Editor, who, 
he concurs with the Editorial Committee, shall act ac- 
cordingly and notify the author.

RULES OF THE CERAMIC EDUCATIONAL COUNCIL 


Article ECR 1. Name 

The official title of the Class shall be THe Ceramic Epv- 
CATIONAL CovNCIL, an affiliate of THE AMERICAN CERAMIC 
SocIrerTy. 

Article ECR Il. Purpose 

(1) It shall be the purpose of This Council to stimulate, 
to promote, and to standardize ceramic education. 

(2) This Council shall represent THE Socrety in matters 
pertaining to ceramic education when specifically author- 
ized by the Board of Trustees. 


Article ECR fll. Membership 
(1) The Council shall consist of those Fellows, Members, 
and Life Members of these grades of THE AMERICAN 
CERAMIC SOCIETY in good standing, who are engaged in the 
profession of teaching ceramics. 
(2) All members of The Council are entitled to vote and 
hold office. 


Article ECR IV. Government 

(1) The Executive Committee of This Council shall con- 
sist of the officers hereinafter named 

(2) The term of office of the President, Vice-President, 
and Secretary (who shall also be Treasurer) shall be one 
year, towit: from the close of the one Annual Meeting of 
THE Society to the close of the next succeeding Annual 
Meeting, or until their respective successors have been 
elected and duly qualified. The term of office of the 
Trustee representing This Council shall be three years, to 
wit: from the close of one Annual Meeting of THE Socr- 
ETY to the close of the third succeeding Annual Meeting, 
or until his successor has been elected and duly qualified. 

(4) The powers and duties of the officers shall be those 
usually associated with such offices, and as the Executive 
Committee of The Council, they shall be empowere:! te act 
for The Council except on matters specifically reserved by 
these Rules for action by The Council at Annual Meetings, 
or on matters which have been made the subject of action 
by The Council. 


Article ECR V. Meetings 
(1) The annual business meeting of The Council shall be 
held during the week of the Annual Meeting of THE 
SOCIETY. 
(2) Seven voting members of The Council shall consti- 


tute a quorum at the annual business meeting or at any 
special business meeting. 


Article ECR VI. Officers 

(1) The President shall have the general supervision of 
the affairs of The Council. He shall preside, or appoint a 
substitute to preside, at all meetings of The Council 

(2) The Vice-President shall assist the President and 
shall succeed to the powers and duties of the President in 
the event of the refusal or incapacity of the President to 
act. 

(5) The Secretary shall keep minutes of all Council meet- 
ings and a full record of the correspondence of The Council 
He shall perform such other duties as the President may 
properly assign to him. He shall also act as Treasurer of 
The Council. 


Article ECR VII. Nominations and Elections

(4) (a) The Nominating Committee or Committees 
shall nominate one or two candidates for the office of Trus- 
tee representative of The Council and shall certify the names 
of candidates together with their acceptances in writing 
to the President of The Council at least ninety days 
prior to the Annual Meeting of THE Society, at which the 
triennial term of the Trustee representative expires. 

(b) The President of The Council shall transmit the 
nominations to the General Secretary of THE Society who 
shall submit ballots by mail to the voting members of The 
Council at least sixty days prior to said Annual Meeting 
of THE Society. The ballots shall bear the names of the 
nominees and the closing date of the voting. 

The ballots shall be returned to the President of The

(2) A Rules Committee of three shall be appointed at 
theannual meeting of The Council by the President.

(3) An Editorial Committee of two members shall be 
appointed by the President at each annual meeting of The 
Council.

SOCIETY as the By-Laws and Rules of THE SoclETY may 
currently specify.

Article EIR Il. Purpose 

1) It shall be the purpose of Tuts INSTITUTE (a) to 
promote the professional status of ceramic and other 
agineers engaged in all branches of the ceramic industry 
aid to promote their general welfare; (b) to promote and 
mprove ceramic engineering education; (c) to promote 
the professional development of young engineers in the 
‘ramic industry after graduation. 

(2) Tors INSTITUTE shall represent THE Socrety in all 
tatters pertaining to ceramic engineers and ceramic 
‘gineering as authorized by the Board of Trustees. 


Article EIR Ill. Membership 

(1) THe INnstiTuTE shall consist of those Fellows, 
Members, and Life Members of these grades of THE 
AMERICAN CERAMIC SOCIETY in good standing, who have 
ven approved and recommended by the Committee on 
Membership and Examinations of THe INSTITUTE and 
wimitted to membership by the Executive Committee of 
{HE INSTITUTE. 

2) INstiTUTE shall have the following grades of 
ee Member, Associate Member, and Junior 
‘ember, 


(3) The following grades of members enrolled in Tus 
INSTITUTE shall be entitled to vote: Member and As- 
sociate Member. 

(4) The following grades of members enrolled in Turs 
INSTITUTE shall be entitled to hold office: Member and 
Associate Member. 

(5) Application for admission to the several grades of 
membership must be made on forms furnished by the 
Chairman of the Committee on Membership and Ex- 
aminations.

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they have been continuously engaged in engineering work 
in a branch of the ceramic industry for a period of at 
least ten years. 

(c) The grade of Associate Member may be held by 
those holding engineering degrees, other than ceramic, 
provided such degrees have been conferred through de- 
partments accredited by the Engineers Council for Pro 
fessional Development, and, provided further, they have 
been engaged continuously in a branch of the ceramic 
industry for a period of at least five years 

(8) The grade of Member may be held only by those 
who can qualify under the “‘minimum definition of an 
engineer’’ as adopted by the Engineers Council for Pro 
fessional Development, except that, in certain exceptional 
cases of applicants who have given long and outstanding 
engineering service in some branch of the ceramic in 
dustry, graduation with a science or an engi 
neering degree may be accepted by the Committee 
on Membership and Examinations and the Executive 
Committee as meeting the ‘‘professional education”’ 
requirements. 

The grade of Member may be conferred on those hay 
ing the following qualifications: 

(a) Members of the Founders Group 

(6) Those holding a ceramic engineering degree from 
an institution approved by the Committee on Membership 
and Examinations, who also hold a license as a professional 
engineer, granted by a state or national board of engineer- 
ing examiners. 

(c) Those holding an engineering degree, other than 
ceramic, granted through a department of engineering, 
accredited by the Engineers Council for Professional 
Development, who have been continuously employed in 
a branch of the ceramic industry for a period of ten years 
or more and who hold a license as a professional engineer 
granted by a state or national board of engineering ex- 
aminers. 

(d) Those having ten or more years of active practice 
in engineering in a branch of the ceramic industry, of a 
character satisfactory to the Committee on Membership 
and Examinations, whether or not they are possessors of 
an engineering degree or hold a license as a professional 
engineer, and who pass written or oral examinations, or 
both, designed to show knowledge and skill approximately 
that attained through graduation from an approved 
engineering course and designed to establish the appli 
cant’s ability to be placed in responsible charge of engi- 
neering work. 

(Note: The terms “practice of 
“engineering work”’ as used in these Rules shall be defined 
to include design (engineering), supervision, investiga- 
tion, control, and teaching.)

Socrety. 
(2) Twenty-five (25) voting members of the Division 
shall constitute a quorum at the annual business meeting 
or any special business meeting. 


Article WR VI. Officers 

(1) The Chairman shall have general supervision of the 
affairs of the Division. He shall preside, or appoint a sub- 
stitute to preside, at all meetings of the Division and shall 
be a member of the Committee on Sections and Divisions 
of Tue Society. The Chairman shall also appoint the 
various chairmen of the Divisional Standing Committees, 
together with a member to the Editorial Committee who 
shall serve for three (3) years (as listed in Article WR XII), 
and shall have general supervision of the officers of the 
Division. 

(3) The Secretary shall keep minutes of all Division 
meetings and a full record of the correspondence of the 
Division. He shall perform such other duties as the 
Chairman may properly assign to him. The Secretary 
shall perform the duties of the Chairman in his absence. 


Article WR VII. Nominations and Elections 

(1) The Division representatives elected to THE So- 
CIETY Nominating Committee A and to THE SOCIETY 
Nominating Committee B shall together act as the Execu- 
tive Nominating Committee of the Division. 

(2) Additional nominations for Division officers, other 
than those nominations presented by the Executive Nomi- 
nating Committee of the Division, may be made by peti- 
tion, signed by twenty (20) members of the White Wares 
Division and sent to the Chairman of the Division before 
December 15. The Nominee’s acceptance must be sent 
in writing with the petition. 

(3) It shall be the duty of the Nominating Committee 
to make one nomination for Chairman and two nomina- 
tions for Secretary and for each member of the Nominat- 
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ing Committee of the Division, and these selections 
from the Division shall be mailed to the Chairman 
of the Division at least ninety (90) days prior to the An. 
nual Meeting of THE SocrETy accompanied by their ac. 
ceptance of such nomination in writing. 

(4) (a) The Division Nominating Committee shal] 
nominate two candidates for the office of Trustee rep. 
resentative of this Division and shall certify their names, 
together with their acceptance in writing, to the Chairman 
of the Division at least ninety (90) days prior to the Annual] 
Meeting of THE Society at which the triennial term of 
the Trustee representative expires. 

(b) The Chairman of the Division shall transmit the 
nominations to the General Secretary of THE SocIETy who 
shall submit ballots by mail to the voting members of the 
Division at least sixty (60) days prior to said Annual 
Meeting of THE Socrety. The ballots shall bear the 
names of the nominees and the closing date of the voting, 

The ballots shall be returned to the Chairman of the 
Division in a plain envelope marked only with the words 
“Division Ballot.’’ This envelope shall be enclosed in 
another envelope for mailing upon the back of which the 
voter shall endorse his name. Only those ballots so re- 
turned thirty (30) days before the opening date of the said 
Annual Meeting shall be counted. 

(c) The Chairman of the Division shall have the bal- 
lots counted immediately after the close of the voting and 
shall transmit the results of the election to the General 
Secretary. 

(5) (6) In the event of the refusal to act, or incapacity 
to act, of the Trustee representative of this Division, a suc- 
cessor to fill the unexpired term shall be elected prior to 
the next succeeding Annual Meeting of THE Socrety as 
provided in Article WR VII, Section (4) hereof. 


Article WR X. Relations with The Society 

(1) As soon as possible after each Annual Meeting of 
THE Socrety, the Chairman of the Division shall fill all 
vacancies on the Standing Committees of THE Society 
as currently required by the By-Laws and Rules of Tue 
SOCIETY. 

(2) The Chairman of the Division shall promptly ap- 
point Division representatives to special committees of 
THE SoOcrIETY upon notification from the President of THE 
SOcIE 

(3) £ne Division shall not expend funds of THE Society 
or incur indebtedness without the formal approval of the 
Board of Trustees. 

(4) The provisions of the Constitution, By-Laws, and 
Rules of THE Socrety shall govern the procedure of all 
Divisions, but no action or obligation of a Division shall 
be considered an action or obligation of THE SocrIETY. 
This By-Law shall be imprinted on any publication issued 
by a Division. 


Article WR XII. Committees 
(1) The Standing Committees of the Division shall be 
as follows: 

(a) Rules 
(b) Editorial 
(c) Membership 
(d) Standards 
(e) Program 


(f) Research 

Exhibition 

(h) Data 

(z) Education 

(j) Industrial Management 


(2) The Rules Committee shall consist of a Chairman 
and two other members of his selection. The duties of the 
Rules Committee shall consist of revising and interpreting 
the Rules of the Division. The members shall serve for 
one year. The Chairman shall be the representative of 
this Division on the Rules Committee of THE SOCIETY. 

(3) The Editorial Committee shall consist of a Chairman 
and two other members. The senior member shall be 
Chairman in his final year. It shall be the duty of this 
Committee to act in codperation with the Editor of the 
publications of THe Society and the Committee on Pub- 
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lications of THE Society as the By-Laws and Rules of THE 
SocIETY may currently specify. 

(4) The Committee on Membership shall consist of a 
Chairman and two other members of his selection. The 
duties of this Committee shall be to do what is necessary 
in increasing the membership of the Division. The mem- 
bers shall serve for one year. The Chairman shall be the 
Division representative on the Membership Committee of 
THE SOCIETY. 

(5) The Committee on Standards shall consist of a 
Chairman and two other members of his selection. 

The duties of this Committee shall be to set up the fol 
lowing standards: (a) Definitions, (b) Raw Material Speci- 
fications, (c) Standardization of Tests, and (d) Stand- 
ardization of Products. 

The Chairman of this Committee shall serve as the Divi- 
sion member on Subcommittees C and D of the Com- 
mittee on Standards of THE SocirETy. The members shall 
serve for one year. 

(6) The Committee on Programs shall consist of a 
Chairman and two other members of his selection. The 
duties of this Committee are to plan the program for the 
meetings of the Division. The members shall serve for 
one year. 

(7) The Committee on Research shall consist of a 
Chairman and eight (8) members of his selection. Where 
possible, there shall be a member to represent each of the 
following main branches of work in the White Wares Divi- 
sion: (2) earthenware, () floor and wall tile, (c) vitri 
fed tableware, (d) sanitary ware, (e) high-tension elec- 
trical porcelain, (f) low-tension electrical porcelain, (g) a 
representative of the White Wares Section of the National 
Bureau of Standards, and (/) a representative of the ce 
ramic schools. 


The duties of the Committee shall be (a) to act as an 
advisory board to the White Wares Section of the National 
Bureau of Standards; and ()) to act as an advisory group 
in the matter of ceramic research on whiteware problems 
to such ceramic schools as desire to codperate with the Com- 
mittee. The Chairman shall serve for two years and shall 
be the Division’s representative on the Research Committee 
of THE Society. The members shall serve for one year. 

(8) The Committee on Exhibitions shall consist of a 
Chairman and two other members of his selection. The 
duties of this Committee shall be the arrangements of the 
exhibits at the Annual Meeting. The members shall serve 
for one year. 

(9) The Committee on Data shall consist of a Chairman 
and two other members of his selection. The duties of 
this Committee shall be to assemble available data con- 
cerning the whiteware industry. The members shall serve 
for one year. The Chairman shall be the Division rep- 
resentative on the Committee on Data of THE SocreEty. 

(11) The Chairman of the Division shall appoint the 
Division representative to the Standing Committee of 
THE Socrety on Industrial Management. 


Article WR XV. Amendments 


(1) Twenty (20) members may petition the Chairman 
to call a vote on an amendment to these Rules. 

(2) The Secretary shall submit ballots to the members 
at least sixty (60) days before the Annual Meeting, and 
only such ballots returned to the Chairman prior to the 
Meeting shall be counted. 

(3) The two-thirds majority shall be necessary to carry 
the amendment and a quorum of twenty-five (25) members 
of the Division shall be required.

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THE PRESIDENT’S COLUMN 


THE AMERICAN CERAMIC SOCIETY AND THE ENGINEER 


In an interesting address, a speaker recently pointed 
out that a great deal of research in ceramics to date is re 
search by the engineer. He stated that many improve- 
ments in the production of ceramic materials are improve- 
ments as a result of engineering research and engineering 
application, which have brought about the development of 
new types of machinery and equipment. 

This prompts the statement that the field of ceramics, 
being as big and important as it is, should receive greater 
attention from the physicists and chemists, ceramists, and 
technologists. A great amount of original work has been 
done in porcelain, refractories, abrasives, glass, and porce- 
lain enamels with beneficial results and to a considerable 
degree in other branches of the ceramic industries. 

There is an important place in ceramics for men trained 
in the fundamentals of mathematics, chemistry, and phys- 
ics. Men thoroughly trained in these basic sciences are 
equipped to do useful original work in the various branches 
yf ceramics. 

These are, of course, general statements and with but 
few exceptions industrialists desire and demand definite 
statements and procedures. Fundamental or applied 
research hardly lends itself to specific predictions. Fortu- 


nately much of the fundamental and applied research 
brings about useful and practical results. 

Both the engineer and technologist have important 
places in the ceramic industries. Whether these men de- 
vote part or all of their time to research or to plant opera- 
tion makes no difference as to their importance in industry. 

The place for men in ceramics who have been trained in 
the fundamentals of mathematics, chemistry, and physics 
is recognized to be of growing importance. 

rheir place in industry is important from the standpoint 
of economics and sociology. Their work results in better 
products at lower costs and products, therefore, available 
to a greater number of people. These things are of eco- 
nomical and sociological importance. 

Incidentally, increased employment is developed. Most 
men trained in engineering and technology agree that im- 
proved products and improved manufacturing facilities 
through research create more jobs and create outlets for 
abilities not before existent. 

The medium of exchange for ideas is the publications of 
the American Ceramic Society.

PLANS FOR 1939 GENERAL MEETING 
SAN FRANCISCO, AUGUST 6-12 


Minutes of Meeting Held August 26 

A special dinner meeting of the Northern California 
Section of the American Ceramic Society was held August 
26, 1938, at the Engineers Club of San Francisco. The 
members were called to meet with Ross C. Purdy, General 
Secretary of the Society, who made a special trip to San 
Francisco to make arrangements and fix details for the 
forthcoming General Meeting of the Society to be held in 
San Francisco, August 6 to 12, 1939. 

Owing to the unavoidable absence of the Chairman, 
Clare C. Chaffee, Albert Adcock, Vice-Chairman, was in 
charge of the meeting. 

Mr. Adcock emphasized the importance of making defi- 
nite plans while Dr. Purdy was at hand to give assistance 
and contribute with his excellent ideas and experience. 

Walter G. Swanson, Vice-President and General Man- 
ager of the San Francisco Convention and Tourist Bureau, 
discussed the plans that have been made for the Exposi- 
tion. He stated that his Bureau could be counted on for 
some financial assistance if the American Ceramic Society 
should hold a General Meeting in San Francisco during 
1939 and that the Society should feel free to ask for as- 
sistance in its plans. 

Dorsey A. Lyon, Chairman, Technical Committee of 
Mining Exhibits, Inc., stated the purpose of this organiza- 
tion, which is a nonprofit corporation codperating with the 
Golden Gate International Exposition and the minerals 
industry for participation in the 1939 Exposition. Mining 
Exhibits, Inc., has secured a space, 80 by 183 feet, to be de- 
voted to mineral industry. Dr. Lyon said that there was 
space available which could be allotted to the ceramic in- 
dustry. This space consists of four bays, approximately 
4 by 15 feet, and the rental or lease has already been taken 
care of by the Mining Exhibits, Inc. The only obligation 
to the Society would be to secure the material with which 
to fill the space and to place it. If the ceramic exhibit 
should require operation, it would be the responsibility of 
the Society. The Mining Exhibits, Inc., would provide 
janitor service and guard duty. The material to be placed 
in the exhibit must first be presented in the form of a draw- 
ing or artist sketch to the Mining Exhibits, Inc. 

It was proposed that the Society contact various mem- 
bers of the industry and secure manufactured articles as 
well as raw materials. The idea of the Mining Exhibits, 
Inc., is that the exhibit should be concerned with the 
eleven western states. 

Dr. Meyers of the California School of Arts and Crafts 
offered to furnish the services of an artist to lend assis- 
tance to the necessary sketch work. 

Dr. Meyers made the following motion: ‘‘That the 
Northern California Section of the American Ceramic 
Society take or contract for the four spaces made available 
by the Mining Exhibits, Inc., providing it does not involve 
the Local Section in any financial obligations other than 
the necessary postage expenditures necessary to contact 
manufacturers of ceramic products in the eleven western 
states.”” This motion was seconded and passed by the 
Section. 

René Engel, Secretary of the Organization Committee, 
Western Chemical Congress, explained the purpose of the 
Congress, v7z., to bring as many as possible of the various 
professional societies to San Francisco for a joint meeting 
Dr. Engel stated that no definite date has been set for the 
proposed Congress. The meetings would be held in the 
Civic Auditorium in connection with Exhibits. Plans 
were also suggested for the collection of registration fees 
and for handling the various programs. That part of the 
registration fee not used would be refunded. 
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The members of the Section decided to lend ‘‘mora] 
assistance’”’ to the Chemical Congress but not to be def. 
nitely attached to it until such time as plans were made 
on a definite basis. To this end, Dr. Purdy made a mo. 
tion: ‘That the California Section of the American Ceramic 
Society lend moral support to the Western Chemica] 
Congress, providing it will entail no financial obligation 
whatsoever.”’ This was seconded and passed. 

Dr. Purdy informed the Northern California Section of 
the plan to hold a General Meeting in San Francisco during 
the year of 1939, the meeting to be of an experimental na. 
ture. Consideration of meeting dates was discussed with 
reference to school vacations and the possibility of the 
time most suitable to eastern members. It was decided 
that the week of August 6 was about the latest possible 
date. A motion was made: ‘‘That the General Meeting of 
the American Ceramic Society should be held in San Fran- 
cisco during the week of August 6.’’ This was seconded 
and passed. 

Dr. Purdy suggested that it would be a good idea to haye 
the opening day set aside as Ceramic Day at the Expo. 
sition. On the evening of August 7, a ‘‘get-together” 
should be arranged on the Exposition grounds or Treasure 
Island. The technical sessions could start Tuesday morn- 
ing, August 8, and conclude on August 11. These sessions 
would be held only in the mornings, leaving the afternoons 
free. 

Registration fees should be collected to defray part of 
the expenditures. 

Dr. Purdy discussed the Ceramic Art Exhibit that is 
to be shown at the Exposition. The art group is anxious 
to get the names of ceramic artists who would care to par- 
ticipate in the Exhibit. A motion was made: “That the 
Section lend assistance in securing the names of ceramic 
artists who would care to take part in the Ceramic Art 
Exhibit.’”’ This motion was seconded and passed. 

The work being carried on by the American Ceramic 
Society in connection with the ceramic industry was also 
discussed by Dr. Purdy, as well as the new developments 
taking place in the industry and some of the possibilities 
that exist for ceramics in the future. 

C. R. Minton of the Southern California Section of the 
American Ceramic Society, Los Angeles, Calif., informed 
the Northern Section that he was sure the Southern Sec- 
tion would be willing to lend assistance to the forthcoming 
General Meeting of the American Ceramic Society.

KARL LANGENBECK 


For a second time within two months, death has taken 
its toll from the Charter Members of the American Ceramic 
Society. Karl Langenbeck, aged 76, died at the home of 
his daughter, Mrs. Herschel H. MacCubbin, near Rock- 
ville, Md., September 6, 1938. 

Karl Langenbeck was born in Cincinnati, Ohio, on Oc- 
tober 7, 1861. He was graduated from the College of 
Pharmacy in Cincinnati in 1882 and attended laboratory 
classes and lectures on chemistry at the University of 
Cincinnati. He later attended the Federal Polytechnic 
School in Ziirich, Switzerland, and the Kgl. Technische 
Hochschule in Berlin. 

In 1885 and 1886, Mr. Langenbeck was chemist and 
superintendent of the Rookwood Pottery in Cincinnati. 
His experiments at this time led to the discovery of condi- 
tions of crystalline separation of ferric chromate from 
ferric-lead glazes in aventurine-like formation called Rook- 
wood ‘‘tiger eye’’ ware. 


Mr. Langenbeck promoted the Avon Pottery in Cin- 
cinnati and opened ball clay deposits of western Kentucky 
for commercial use at the instance of the Kentucky Geo- 
logical Survey. Samples made from this clay in 1887 are 
now in the museum at Frankfort, Ky. 

During 1888 and 1889, Mr. Langenbeck did chemical 
laboratory work, serving as chemist to the City Health 
Officer, and was also Professor of Chemistry in Miami 
Medical College. 

From 1890 until 1893, he was chemist for the American 
Encaustic Tiling Company of Zanesville, Ohio, where he 
introduced parian vitreous bodies to take the place of 
“‘smeared’”’ white and light-colored tile used exclusively in 
American and English manufacture until then. Dust in- 
laid encaustic tile and Seger cones for firing control were 
introduced. The Mosaic Tile Company of Zanesville, 


Ohio, was also promoted by Mr. Langenbeck, who was 


one of its founders. Among his writings is the book, The 
Chemistry of Pottery. 
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Mr. Langenbeck served as President of the American 
Ceramic Society during 1900-1901. 

Mr. Langenbeck went to Washington, D. C., in 1922 as 
chief ceramist of the United States Tariff Commission 
At the time of his death, he resided at 2218 Wyoming 
Ave., N. W., in Washington. In 1928, he retired as con- 
sulting engineer at the National Bureau of Standards. 


Washington Newspaper Pays Tribute 

The following editorial appeared in the Washington 
Evening Star of September 8, 1938; it is a beautiful tribute 
to a man who made a national reputation for himself in his 
research studies. 

“Washington, in its character as capital of the United 
States, brings together great numbers of men whose prin- 
cipal concern is politics. As the cultural center of the 
Nation, the city also attracts at least as many men devoted 
to the sciences and the arts, professional seekers for the 
truth and makers of the beautiful 

“To the latter company, Karl Lagenbeck belonged 
He was, in solemn fact, a king in his chosen field of effort. 
Meeting him casually, however, no stranger could have 
guessed his eminence or detected his fame. He wore 
modesty and reticence with such grace that they were as 
much his own as the color of his eyes or the skill of his 
hands. Yet he had earned celebrity by the exercise of 
authentic genius. It was his function in life to carry 
forward the work of the most notable potters of the past 
He was a ceramic engineer, chemist, inventor, and teacher. 
His career was integrated from first to last to cultural 
service, to civilization in the best meaning of the term; 
his achievements were socialized in purpose and effect far 
beyond the dream of the political reformer. 

‘‘Perhaps Mr. Langenbeck was of a school which is pass 
ing. If so, the circumstance is to be regretted. Such 
individuals, exempt from coercion, born thinkers and 
doers, are needed. When understood, they are appreciated 
and loved.” 

Mr. Langenbeck married Mildred Roelker of Washing- 
ton, D. C., in 1899. His daughter, Mrs. MacCubbin, and 
two grandchildren in Washington, D. C., and a sister, 
Miss Anna Langenbeck, in Cincinnati, Ohio, are his only 
survivors. 


George R. Rayner, executive vice-president, The Car- 
borundum Company, and a prominent industrial leader 
in Niagara Falls, died at his home in Lewiston Heights 
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on August 15, 1938, after an extended illness dating*back 
to July, 1937 

Mr. Rayner was born in Northampton, Mass., August 
6, 1871. He had been connected with The Carborundum 
Company since August, 1898, when he went to Niagara 
Falls as secretary and general sales manager following a 
period of sales activity in the Chicago territory. Shortly 
after the World War in 1919, he was elected vice-president 
of the Company, which position he held until his death, 
He was active for forty years with The Carborundum 
Company.

NOTES AND NEWS 


PENN STATE EXTENSION STUDY CLASSES* 

The Mineral Industries Extension Class of Pennsylvania 
State College has established a three-year course concerned 
with the exploration, development, and conservation of 
natural mineral resources. The field of study embraces 
three distinct types of subject matter, namely (1) the 
earth sciences (geology, mineralogy, etc.); (2) mineral 
engineering and economics (mining and quarrying, etc.); 
and (3) mineral technology (ceramics, glass technology, 
etc.). 

This is a form of vocational adult education. It in- 
cludes education and training of less than college grade, 
“the specific purpose being to equip workers for the ef- 
fective pursuit of occupations and to prepare them for 
constantly changing industrial practices. Such training 
enables those who have begun employment, without 
finishing their schooling, to receive further training which 
will fit them to do better work, command higher wages, 
and prepare for promotion.”’

Classes have already been established in the following 
towns in Pennsylvania: Washington, Kittanning, New 
Brighton, New Castle, Lock Haven, Mt. Union, and Sum- 
merville. Providing there is sufficient interest (a minimum 
class has fifteen students), a class will be established in 
Pittsburgh, to begin in October. 

Studies cover a three-year period and, while no college 
credits are given, credits are given toward an industrial 
diploma awarded at the end of the full three-year course. 
A deposit of $5.00 is required, one-half of which is re- 
funded if the student attends 75% of the classes. In- 
structors of these classes have had training approved by 
the Department of Public Instruction. 

Although these courses are particularly of interest to the 
Pennsylvania manufacturers, anyone may take advantage 
of the Extension Course. 


ELECTRO REFRACTORIES SCHOLARSHIP 

The Electro Refractories & Alloy Corporation of Buffalo, 
N. Y., has made arrangements with Dean M. E. Holmes 
of the New York State College of Ceramics, for main- 
taining a scholarship which represents a marked departure 
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from the usual policy regarding university scholarships. 
Whereas most scholarships are granted only to graduate 
students, this scholarship is to be granted only to senior 
students. 

The theory of L. U. Milward and G. S. Diamond, presi- 
dent and vice-president, respectively, of the Electro Re- 
fractories & Alloy Corporation, that scholarships be 
granted to senior students, is based on the fact that most 
ceramic students, particularly the better ones, go into 
industrial work at the end of their senior year in college 
and, therefore, are not available for graduate scholarships. 
By granting the scholarship to seniors, the entire student 
personnel can be considered and the most promising ones 
selected. By this procedure the scholarships would go to 
the superior students who could make the most out of 
them. Their interest in research, in most cases, would be 
stimulated to the extent of leading them to go on with 
their education and take up graduate work for which they 
would be much better fitted than if they had not held the 
scholarship during their senior year. The net result of this 
plan would be that the most capable students would carry 
on the scholarship work both as undergraduates and gradu- 
ates, and much improvement could be expected in the 
achievements of the entire scholarship program. 

In those cases where senior students choose to go into the 
industry instead of going ahead with graduate work, a 
scholarship during his senior year will be a distinct ad- 
vantage. They will have had the advantage of contact 
with the industry and association with personnel of the 
frm granting the scholarship. They will know more 
about the character of industrial problems and the pro- 
cedure for solving them. They will discover what the 
industries expect of them in applying their education and 
they will be better research men. 

Other purposes of the scholarship are to develop closer 
working contact between the college and the industry, 
whereby the industry will be more of a factor in shaping 
the educational policies, to emphasize research on refrac- 
tories, to render financial help to needy students, and to 
obtain research work which is needed by the industry and 
which can best be done in a university. 

In general, the plan is experimental in character and the 
results over a period of years will be watched with much 
interest. 


AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF MINING AND 
METALLURGICAL ENGINEERS 


The Industrial Minerals Division of the A.I.M.M.E. and 
the Society of Economic Geologists met October 6 to 
8, 1938, at the Hotel Farragut, Knoxville, Tenn.

4M. In the afternoon, they visited the Electro-Technical 
Laboratory of the Bureau of Mines operated in coépera- 
tion with the Tennessee Valley Authority at Norris, Tenn.

GLASS CENTER AT NEW YORK WORLD'S 


A striking display depicting the history and progress of 
glassmaking in America will be presented by the glass 
industry at the New York World’s Fair in 1939. 

. E. Levis, President, Owens-Illinois Glass Co., 
Toledo, Ohio; H. S. Wherrett, President, Pittsburgh 
Plate Glass Co.; and Amory Houghton, President, Corning 
Glass Works, witnessed the placing of the first structural 
glass blocks in the Glass Center, which will house the 
combined exhibits of the three companies.
